Rockingham, N. C., October 5.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Testimony to 
prove that insanity has been in the 
family of W. B. Cole and that specific 
slanders were made by W. W. Ormond 
to his friends about Cole’s daughter, 
was offered by the defense of the 
wealthy cotton manufacturer today. 

Neither testimony was allowed. 

C. R. Hall, a defense witness, tes- 


) “tified that in November 1924, Ormond 


had made remarks to him about Miss 
Elizabeth Cole, formerly Ormond’s 
sweetheart. Cole shot Ormond to 
death August 15, 1925, nine months 
later. 

The defense offered Hall’s testimony 
to corroborate Fred Bynum, Cole’s 
testified 
that, after he obtained a signed letter 
from Ormond, promising to stop mak- 
ing remarks about Cole’s daughter, 
Ormond made promiscuous remarks in 
Rockingham. 

Would Prove Malice. 

The defense contended that the tes- 
timony would tend to prove malice on 
Ormond’s part, and would also tend 
to show the effect on Cole's mind of 
remarks similar to those told him by 
Bynum. 

The prosecution based its opposition 
on the grounds that a conversation 
nine months ago was too remote to 
have any effect on Cole's mind, and 
that the remarks of the conversation 
were vever communicated to- Cole, 
therefore they could have had no ef- 
fect. .° >

Three New Disposal 
Plants, Extension of 
Mains, and Other Im- 


provements Necessary. 


Recommendations for removal of 
the Peachtree creek sewage disposal 
plant to a point near the Chattahoo- 
chee river and for construction of 
three new disposal plants and enlarge- 
ment of other plants now in use, to- 
gether with an extension of mains and 
trunk sewers in many parts of the 
city were submitted to council Mon- 
day afternoon by the sewer commit- 
tee through Chairman Claude E. 
Buchanan. 

The committee furnished council 
a complete outline of the sewer needs 
of Atlanta and a list of the estimated 
costs of the improvement amounting 
to $9,063,088. Chairman Buchanan 


said this sum was necessary to bring 
the system up to a standard to serve 
the city in the future and to take care 
of anticipated future needs. 
“Bond Issue Necessary.” 
“The committee fully realizes the 
importance of new sewers and disposal 


|plants so necessary to keep the stand- 


ard of the health of the city as near 
100 per cent as possible. The com- 
mittee knows what is necessary to 
obtain these results but this cannot 
be done without money and the only 
way to obtain the money is by a bond 
issue for this purpose,” it was stated 
in the report. 

At the request of the committee a 
comprehensive and detailed survey of 
the sewer situation in, Atlanta was 
made by Clarke Donaldson, sewer en- 
gineer, and the report of Mr. Don- 
aldson’s survey was attached asa _ part

Principles That Have 
Governed Relations of 
Capital and Labor 30 
Years Overturned. 


Rome, October 5.—The most revo- 
lutionary step in the treatment of 
labor problems in Italy in the pres- 
ent generation has been taken with 
the adoption of an accord between 
the General Confederation of Indus- 
try and the Confederation of Fascist 
Labor Unions. 

Under the agreement, each of these 
organizations representing, respective- 
ly, the employers and workers, recog- 
nizes the other as the sole body with 
which it is to deal in all questions 
affecting wages, general labor and 
employment. 

Under it, also, a serious attempt 
will be made—backed by all the forces 


of the fascist government—to over- 
turn the principles that have governed 


the relations between capital and la- 
bor in Italy for more than 30 years. 
Backed by Mussolini. 

The actual negotiations were 
brought to fruition by Deputy Far- 
inacci, secretary of the fascisti party, 
but ‘the principles motivating them 
have been espoused by such experts as 
Minister of Jutsice Rocco, in accord 
with general lines laid down Premier 
Mussolini. 

The kernel of these principles is 
that the old idea of socialist ecommun- 
ism has proved a failure, because it 
was based on the theory of a class 
struggle to obtain the rights of the 
men, whereas’ the fascist 
principle its exponents say, is that 
the. best results can be obtained by 
class cooperation.

$1,000,000 in Bonds Found 


Nation-Wide Search for Treasure Ends at Rockmart ys 


Wrapped in Old Newspaper 


Rockmart, Ga., October 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After an exhaustive search, 
that extended from Georgia to the 
financial centers of New York, for 
approximately $1,000,000 worth of 
stocks and bonds, belonging to the 
estate of Thomas J. Flournoy, who 
died here on September 5, were found

vault of the Southern States Portland 
Cement company, of which he was 
president. Mr. Flournoy came _ to 
Rockmart 25 or 30 years ago from 
Kentucky and the Fidelity and Co- 
lumbia Trust company, of Louisville, 
in administering the estate, found that 
he was worth about $2,000,000 in se- 
| euritios, although only about half of 
‘that amount could be located. 

An extensive search was begun in 


an effort to locate the remainder of 
the fortune, which search led to a 
‘close scrutiny of the fire-proof vault

pany in safeguarding books and val- 
uable papers. The examination of a 
package, wrapped with a newspaper, 
revealed the much-sought treasure. 


Mr. Flournoy, who was more or 
less a recluse, died at the age of 66 
years. He was unmarried and his 
estate will be divided among a num- 
ber of nieces and nephews living here 
and in Kentucky. 

Just why Mr. Flournoy left the 
valuable package loose in the cement 
plant’s vadlt, instead of in vaults of 
the Farmers and Merchants’ National 
Bank of Rockmart, of which he was 
also president when he died, is not 
known. 

It is said that Mr. Flournoy had 
extensive interests at Paducah, Ky., 
and his body was carried to Priceton, 
Ky., his old home, for interment. 

The securities found here are in 
possession of the administrators of 
the Flournoy estate.

Justice Brandeis’ Daughter 


HER FATHER STEPS OFF BENCH DURING ARGUMENT 


Argues Supreme Court Case 


Washington, October 5.—For the 
first time in its long history, the dig- 
nified, black-robed supreme court 


heard the daughter of one of its mem- 
bers plead a case before it Monday. 


She was Miss Susan Brandeis, 25- 
year-old daughter of Justice Brandeis. 
Her father stepped down from the 
bench when she took her place before 
the highest tribunal in the land. 

The usual hush of the supreme 
court, where strict quiet is enforced, 
was intensified as the serious-faced, 
olive-skinned young woman began her 
argument. She presented an appeal 
to the court in behalf of Joseph P. 
Margolin, New York lawyer, v ho was 
convicted of accepting a fee of more 
than $3 in presenting a case to the 
U. S. veterans’ bureau. 

She took h:t 15 minutes in her 
argument, presenting merely the legal 
aspects of the case. Her opposing coun- 


sel was none other than “Wild Bill” 
Donovan, special assistant to the at- 


torney general, who represented the 
government. 

Miss Brandeis wore a dark dress. 
Her hair is not bobbed, contrary to 
the prevailing fashion. 

She is the elder daughter of Jus- 
tice Brandeis, and was admitted to 
practice before the supreme court last 
October. A graduate of Bryn Mawr 
and the Chicago University law school, 
the young woman has been practicing 
law since 1920, when she was admit- 
ted to the New York state bar. From 
1921 until last year, Miss Brandeis 
was special assistant to United States 
Attorney Hayward, of New York, in 
prosecutio.s of alleged combinations 
in the building trades. 

Margolin, for whom Miss Brandeis 
appeared, claimed he had _ incurred 


heavy expenses in trips from New 
York here to the veterans’ bureau in 
presenting his case, and that congress 
had never intended its law to prevent 
a lawyer from getting more than $3 
for his services.

GEORGIA TO SHARE 
IN DEVELOPMENT 


Projects Would Double 
Number of Factories in 
the Adjacent Southern 
States, Expert Declares. 


New York, October 5.—Two hydro- 
electric groups, and a third com- 
bination, made up of manufactur- 
ers of chemicals, will ask congress, 
when it meets at the coming session 
to let private capital, under govern- 
ment control, develop the entire water 
power of the Tennessee river, of which 
Muscle Shoals is the heart. 

Colonel Hugh L. Cooper, designer 
and supervising engineer of the Wil- 
son Dam at Muscle Shoals, in an- 
nouncing the organization of these 
three companies, each one of which is 
capable of financing the stupendous 
engineering project involved, declined 
to make known the identity of the 
varions interests backing the proposal. 
The time, he explained, was not ripe. 

The expense involved will be $150,- 
000,000, This includes the repayment 
to the guvernment of the $50,000,000 
it has spent in the Muscle Shoals de- 
velopment. 

Colonel Cooper is a brother of Dex- 
ter P. Cooper, who has proposed to 
harness the tides of the Bay of Fundy 
and supply light, heat and power to 
the greater part of the eastern section 
of the United States. The horsepower 
available in the Bay of Fundy, it is 
calculated, is 700,000. 

The horsepower available in the en- 
tire Tennessee river, according — to 
He 
estimates that there is between 1,000,- 
000 and 1,250,000 horsepower in the 
Tennessee river. 

Predicts Boom For South. 

“A rebuilt Tennessee river,” said 
Colonel Cooper, “would double the 
number of factories in Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Georgia and North 
and South Carolina.” 

Colonel Cooper said that there is no 
community of interests in the three 
companies which have been quietly or- 
ganized to develop the Tennessee river, 
provided congress gives the necessary 
permission. He volunteered that he 
was associated with one of the groups.

They announced 
some time ago their view that the rule 
contravened the spirit if not the let- 
ter of the trade commission law and 
this was the second time they deliber- 
ately have disregarded it. 

In view of the-annourcement of 
the merger of the Continental com- 


pany with the Ward and _General 
Baking corporation, Commissiener 
Thompson said, he and Mr. Nugent 
considered it advisable to demonstrate 
again that they did not intend to be 
bound by the secrecy rules. 

In the copy of the complaint fur- 
nished by Commissioners Nugent and 
Thompson, the record of the Conti- 
nental company in purchasing among 
others the United States Bakeries cor- 
poration, the Corby Baking company, 
the Ward Brothers Baking company, 
and the American Bakery company, 
was recited. The result, it alleged, 
had been “to substantially lessen com- 
petition between such corporations,” 
to “restrain competiion in bread, bis- 
cuit, crackers, cakes and other food 
products,’ and to “tend to create in 
the Continental Baking company a 
monopoly in commerce.”

‘This report is divided into three 
groups—group <A, sewage disposal 
plants; group bh, repairs to present 
brick sewers, and group C, new 
sewers. 

“Under group A, item No. 1. it is 
proposed to relocate the present Peach- 
tree disposal plant at a point on the 
Chattahoochee river, preferably below 
the city’s water supply intake. This 
plant is estimated for a capacity of 
25,000 gallons per day, or for a 
population of 250,000, and is to care 
for all the area drained by the Peach- 
tree creek basin, which comprises all 
that section of the city lying north 
of the Georgia railroad and east o 
the Western & Atlantic railroad and 
extending to Pace’s Ferry road.. Buck- 
head and including Druid Hills and 
North Decatur. 

“Under item No. 2, it is proposed 
to construct a 5,000-gallon disposal 
plant on. the city’s property below 
Lakewood Park, and is estimated to 
serve a population of 50,000.

His fa- 
thes died a number of years ago, but 
his mother lived to the advanced age 
of 9, and died only two years ago.

After graduating at the University 
of Georgia, Judge Wright went to 
Marion county, Tennessee, where he 
continued his studies in law and was 
admitted to the bar of that state. He 
goon returned to Rome and began the 
practice of law, which he continued 
until 1896, when he was elected so- 
licitor general of the Rome circuif 
superior court. He served 


pointed superior court judge, succeed- 
ing Judge W. M. Henry. He served 
on the bench until 1910, when 
resigned to make the race for congress 
agsinst. Representative Gordon Lee. 

Being defeated, he resumed the prac- 
tice of law as a partner of General 
R. A. Denny. In 1912, he again was 
appointed judge of the superior court, 
succeeding the late John W. Maddox, 
resigned, He held the position con- 
tinuously since 1912, being 
three times. 

Duriug his career as solicitor, prac- 
ticing attorney and judge, he gained 
a nation-wide reputation as a speak- 
er, bis silver-toned oratory being heard 


in muny states during national polit- | 


ical campaigns. During the last cam- 
paign o} William Jennings Bryan for 
president, Judge Wright spoke in New 
York ana New England states in be- 
half of the democratic nominee.

In recent 
years Le frequently filled pulpits of 
local churches and addressed Bible 
classes, He had frequent engage- 
ments to speak at the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist church of this city, of which 
he was a member.

This love of nature and of mankind 
went with him to the bench at every 
term of court, and no grand jury was 
ever charged by him without being 
instructed to be diligent in the enforce- 
ment «f law for the protection of for- 
ests and game.

JUDGE MOSES WRIGHT. 


In the death Monday, in his home 
city of Rome, of Judge Moses 
Wright, Georgia has lost one of its 
best known and most learned ju- 
rists, and northwest Georgia a dis- 
tinguished and useful citizen. 

Judge Wright and his brother, 
Seaborn Wright, and the members 
of their families, have for many 
Years occupied conspicuous places 
in the professional, economic, edu- 
cational, cultural, social and church’ 
life of Floyd county. 

A great lawyer and a just and 
profound jurist, an enterprising 
citizen, and a good and worthy man 
who measured up always to high 
ideals, such a person was Judge 
Moses Wright. He will be genu- 
inely missed. 


WELLMAN’S VERDICT. 


Walter Wellman, noted news- 
paper correspondent and explorer, 
in a letter to a New York news- 
paper expresses the conviction that 
experimentation has proved con-. 
clusively the impracticability of any 
form of lighter-than-air for use 
-ither in offensive or defensive war- 
fare, or as commerce Carriers. 

He insists that no experimental 
use will ever succeed in overcom- 
ing certain fundamental difficulties 
—that it is impossible to provide 
safeguards which will prevent the 
possibility of just such a disaster 
as befell the Shenandoah and other 
Ships of that type. 

Fifteen years ago Mr. Wellmar 
and five companions undertook to 
navigate the dirigible balloon Amer- 
ica from Atlantic City, N. J., to 
Sheperd’s Bush, a suburb of Lon- 
don. The attempt was not success- 
ful, as will be recalled. The ship 
itself was lost, but, to quote the 
words of Mr. Wellman’s message 
sent back at the time, ‘‘the loss was 
witnessed with little regret by those 
who had journeyed in her.” He 
concluded: ‘‘Probably a larger and 
stronger aircraft can be built to 
carry out her task.” 

It is interesting, naturally, to 
compare these earlier observations 
with conclusions reached now after 
a period of great scientific advance- 
ment in air navigation. Now he 
says: ‘The United States should 
stop wasting money and sacrificing 
lives in gas airships. These vessels 
are virtually useless for military 
purposes; they have no commercial 
future.” | 

No doubt he has reached these 
conclusions with reluctance, for the 
nation held no more ardent cham- 
pion of the balloon type of air- 
craft than this intrepid journalist 
who was the father of the idea of 
reaching the north pole by such a 
course. 

Whatever scientists and experts 
in aerial navigation may Say we 
cannot altogether ignore the ver- 

who as | 
reached it without prejudice or par- 
tiality. 

But Mr. Wellman’s conclusions 
will not be accepted as final. As 
The Christian Science Monitor very 
aptly says: 


“The goal striven for is too at- 


tractive, too alluring, in a sense, to 


make probable an abandonment of nts 


research which the great civilized na-| 
tions are carrying on. No expendi-| 
ture, either of money or effort, has 
ever been regarded as too great in 
the effort to achieve the thing de- 
sired. Even those who have volun- 
teered to give more than these have 
seldom faltered when the call to ac- 
tion came to them. 

“But there is a reasonable and 
practical side to all things which are 
important enough to be considered in 
human economy. Because mankind 
has wrought out many inventions, an] 
because it hag been found possible to 
achieve where success once was de- 
spaired of, affords no _ reasonable 
ground for assuming that the impos- 
sible can be attained. There are nat- 
ural laws, so called, which have not 
yet been set aside. A long path 
stretches ahead on the way to ulti- 
mate attainment.” 


Certainly the fate. of the Shenan- 
doah cannot be accepted as a rea- 
sonable excuse for abandoning fur- 
ther perfections in lighter-than-air 
machines any more than the los 
cf a ship in a. storm at sea can be 
accepted as embarrassing or arrest- 
ing ocean navigation. So much has 
been accomplished since Mr. Well- 
man’s @xpedition of 15 years ago 
that the reasonable anticipation 
would seem to. see the dirigible of 
the future measuring up to every 
hope of its staunchest backers.

USE YOUR JAW AND SAVE 
YOUR TEETH. 

The preservation of the teeth 
through the prevention of decay is a 
much deeper problem than the late 
tooth brushing or cleaning campaign 
would lead one to suppose. It is 
fundamentally a question of nutrition, 
and therefore a medical question, not 
merely a dental question. In order 
to save a child’s teeth we must be- 
gin with the nutrition of the child’s 
mother from her infancy and remedy 
defects thereof right on through her 
life and up to the time of the weaning 
of her child, and from that point on- 
ward the nutrition of the child him- 
self must be controlled in the light of 
the knowledge we have in hand. Nor 
is this anywhere nearly as simple 
a matter as it may seem at first sight. 
It involves the dissemination of 
knowledge, education, enlightenment, 
and that sialways a hard task. It 
involves injury to or loss of a vast 
amount of business which has been 
built up on the false foundation of 
esthetic cleanliness, and that is a 
snag which can and will choke off 
such an educational movement if the 
people play the customary dormant 
role. 

Yes, yes, everybody agrees there 
may he some sense in all this, but 
let’s have a diet list or something 
tangible to go by in this business of 
correcting nutrition. ; 

There ain’t gonna be no diet lists 
in this campaign. Diet lists are 99 
per cent balogny unless they are made 
to individual measure. Your inter- 
ruption of such a flow of lucid lan- 
guage, to ask a question, makes me 
think, son, with the gentleman whose 
reminiscences, delivered in the cere- 
mony of farewell to the old Madison 
Square Garden, were frequently in- 
terrupted by cries of “Balogny, Joe!” 
and “That's applesauce, Joie!” from 
the denizens of the gallery, that there 
may be some good, after all, in this 
birth control movement. Please en- 
deavor to remain quiet and avoid 
shuffling your feet and we'll bring on 
the food all in due time. 

Very well, then. Good night, sir. 

As I was about to remark betore 
the usher threw the young man out, 
in all of the late tooth brushing move- 
ment there has been nothing or prac- 
tically nothing said about nutrition. 
This fundamental aspect of the ques-

ignored by the dentists, 
nurses, health authorities, teachers, 
manufacturers and others who have 
carried on the big oral cleanup. VPer- 
haps that is only natural, for in the 
first place most of ’em knew nothing 
about nutrition themselves and in the 
next place if they knew anything 
about it they could searcely make the 
children understand lessons in nutri- 
tion when the children-are so care- 
fully kept in innocence of human 
physiology in general. Tet me say 
right here, folks, that if geography 
were taught on the same scale with 
physiology, the average citizen would 
never be able to find his way home 
from the movies after dark without 
a guide. But geography is not taught 
that way, as there is no mercantile 
advantage in making pvrople_ think 
they must reserve accommodations at 
Timbuktu if they plan to travel in 
Yueatan, unless it might be to the 
railroads, though it would seem they’re 
doing the best they can in a quiet 
way with the maps they issue. 

Some of the important principles 
in good nutrition, as formulated by 
Dr. E. V. MeCollum (the V_ doesn't 
stand for vitamin) are— 

Consume at least a quart of 
pure fresh raw milk daily. 

2. Let the leafy vegetable be an 
essential part of the daily ration. 

3. Take a moderate amount of 
raw vegetables daily. 

In explanation I might add that 
milk is produced by cows or goats, 
not by dairymen; the leafy vegetables 
include cabbage, lettuce, spinach, as- 
paragus, parsley, mint, unions (par- 
ticularly the green tops), celery, all 
kinds of greens, etc., among the raw 
vegetabls are potato, carrot, beet, tur- 
nip tomato cucumber parsnip green 
peas string beans.

Soft Corns in Usual Situation. 

I am troubled with soft corns be- 
tween my toes. , (G. A, J.) 

Answer.?—Should you ever’ have 
soft corns anywhere else be sure to 
report the anomaly to us. Soft corns 
require the same treatment as hard 
corns, but in addition the toes must 
be kept separated by folds of gauze 
or wisps of absorbent cotton which 
must be changed several times daily 
to keep the surfaces dry. Corns are 
produced by pressure and friction, 
from ill fitting shoes. Go barefoot 
as much as psosible. Corns or ¢al- 
luses may be softened and removed 
by daily painting with a solution of 
30 grains of sallicylic acid in half an 
ounce of flexible collodion. A_ soft 
corn must be perfectly dry before this 
is applied. Of course, corns will re- 
turn if the pressure and friction is 
resumed. If you hever wore improp- 
er shapes or sizes of shoes you would 
never have corns, 

Why Carbohydrate? 

Is there any objection to drinking a 
pint or so of malted milk every day? 
I have gained four pounds in two 
weeks from this. But certain people 
try to scare me away from it.

Answer.—If you are underweight 
there is no harm in it. As a rule 
pure fresh milk is infinitely better 
for your purpose. Too much ear- 
bohydrate. (sugar or _ starch) may 
cause you to accumulate some flesh, 
but it is boggy, pale, watery flesh 
and it will not stay long.

General Hagood

Major General Johnson Hagood., sue- 
cessor to Major General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in command of the fourth 
corps army area, reported for duty 
Monday at corps area headquarters in 
the Hurt building. 

General Hagood was recently in 
command of the second coast artillery 
district at Fort Jotten, N. He 
was made a major general on August 
9. 1925, on the retirement of Major 
General Samuel D. Sturgis. He has 
been decorated with the distinguished 
service medal of the United States, 
commander legion of honor of France, 
and commander crown of Italy... 

This is not General Hagood’s first 
connection with Atlanta, as he was in 
command of the fourth coast artillery 
district here before going to the Phil- 
lipine Islands. He is a native south- 
erner, having been born at Orange- 
burg, S. C. Upon his gradulation 
from West Point in 1896, he was as- 
signed to the artillery, and <*rved on 
various routine duties in that branch 
of the service, including the post of 
i assistant to the chief of coast artillery, 
until the world war.

semi-professional baseball and he pushed into big league company at 20. 
His first venture, with the Tigers, was not successful, and he dropped back 
into the minors—first Norfolk, then Reading, and finally Buffalo. 

In 1919 Harris came to Washington, where he has been a star per- 


former ever since. 


At the age of 27, he was made manager, being the 


youngest big league pilot ever known. 
This is the third of his articles, giving the preliminary details of 


next weck’s great battle.

Baseball men always have maintained that in a short series, such as 


the set of games played for the world championship, it’s 


the pitching that 


counts above everything. There’s no doubt about it, but I do not think 
I will have any pitching problem to trouble me during the series with the 


Pirates. 
In Walter Johnson and Stanley 


Coveleskie, the Washington club pos- 
sesses the two best right-handers in 


the American league. And it has an- 
other fine orthodox flinger in Alex 
Ferguson, who certainty proved his 
worth after he was waived to the 
club by the Yankees. 

The Pirates are said to be “poison” 
to all left-handers. That may be so, 
but they will have to show me. Dutch 
Reuther, who knows much of the Pi- 
rates as a result of his years of serv- 
ice in the National league before com- 
ing to Washington, has just been 
through one of his best slabbing sea- 
sons, and is confident he can check 
Pittsburg. Tom Zachary has not 
done so well this year as a winning 
pitcher, but he is as ready as Dutch 
to tackle the National leaguers. 

Johnson and Covey Mainstays. 

Naturally, I am. banking especially 
upon Johnson and Covey to baffle 
the Pirates. Johnson is just as good 
as he was last year when he led the 
American League hurlers, both in ef- 
fectiveness and winning ratings. Those 
who have not seen the big fellow in 
action this year and are of the opin- 
ion that the most he has is the name 
that brings visions of past glory are 
all wrong. 

He took the measure of the best 
in the American league this year and 
in great style, too. Walter finished 
his campaign with a record of 20 vic- 
tories against 7 defeats, a great record 
over a complete season. But he made 
it in about four months, for he was 
out of the game all of July because 
of a tonsilitis attack and did no hurl- 
ing after the Washington club clinched 
the flag. 

Early last month Johnson hurt a 
leg. when oversliding a base in a game 
against the Tigers, and in his follow- 
ing game he developed a charley- 
horse. Lut it was not serious and 
within a few days Mike Martin, the 
Washington club’s trainer, had the 
emoke-ball king in fine fettle. In his 
daily drills for the series, Johnson has 
been working splendidly and he will 
be quite ready to step to the slab. 

Johnson in Form Now. 

Last year’s world series games did 
not see Johnson at. his best. He had 
much “on” the ball, as they say in 
professional ranks when a pitcher has 
a good twist to make a deceptive 
eruve and an abundance of speed. 
But then Johnson was a victim of 
too much publicity. In his first two 
starts he pitched for the entire base- 
ball world instead of only for the 
Washington club. He did not pitch 
naturally and as a result was twice 
beaten. 

But in that dramatie final game of 
the series when he got into action 
late he pitched as only a Johnson 


can pitch. Nothing concerned him 
then but victory for his club and that 
he earned. That’s the Johnson the 
Pirates will face in the series and 
they are not apt to find him only a 
shadow of his old self. 

Covey ought to be very effective 
against the Pirates. ‘They did not see 
much spitball pitching in their league. 
It is doubtful if they saw any as 
good as that the big Pole delivered 
this season. The Indians thought 
Covey was at the end of his string 
after last season and were glad to 
turn him over to Washington during 
the winter. He proved a great find 
for the champions. All the Vole did 
was win 20 games against only five 
losses to lead his league. He set a 
league reeord for the year in bagging 
13 of his victories in a row. 

Covey ought not to be flurried by 
a world series surrounding. He pitch- 
ed magnificent ball for the Indians 
when they beat the Dodgers in the 
1920 elassic, so this 1925 series will 
be nothing new for him. Besides, he 
is of the type that is not bothered 
particularly by surroundings — a 
phlegmatie fellow who goes about his 
business, paying little attention to 
anything else. I look for great pitch- 
ing from him when we face the 
Virates. 

Tom Zachary was the surprise of 
the world series last year. Alex Jer- 
guson may be the pitching surprise 
of the series this year. Alex did some 
good pitching for a couple of seasons 
while with the Red Sox, but poor 
support kept bim from getting a win- 
ning record. While with the Yan- 
kees this year he was given little 
chance to reyeal his worth, but after 
joining the Washington club in 
August he performed in a remarkable 
manner. 

In six starts Alex won five times 
among his victims being the Tigers, 
White Sox, Indians and Red Sox. His 
control was good in all his games. 
The curve ball he showed was most 
baffling. His work against the 
Tigers, who ean slug, indicated he 
might be especially effective against a 
bunch of slashing hitters, such as the 
Pirates. 

To back these three right-handers 
and brace of southpaws, the Washing- 
ton club has the best relief pitcher 
in the business. Fred Marberry, who 
broke into more than 50 games last 
year wher mound mates faltered, this 
season has been in 5+, a most re- 
markable record. Fred repeatedly 
has checked the enemy when it threat- 
ened to get the upper hand. He has

NO. 3. WHY EAT SPINACH? 
When I told you yesterday that men 
did not come out for football because 
they wished to harden their muscles, 
to coordinate mind and limbs, to make 
their bodies sturdy, but they played 
the game because of its irresistible ap- 
ee 
peal to the imagination, I didn’t mean 


that football is without physical bene- 
fits, 


Hundreds of boys are eating spinach 
today who scorned that vegetable a 
year ago. Why? Because it has been 
printed that Harold Grange eats 
spinach. The boys learned that their 
hero eats spinach because it is rich 
in vitamines that help to make a great 
athlete. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence whether, they become great ath- 
letes. The important thing is that 
théy have developed a new and valu- 
ble habit. 

Football is not the best form of 
physical exercise because it is_ too 
strennous a business except for the 
hardiest. But it is one of the most 
potent educational factors in school 
life, for it is an expression of virility, 
of courage and of character. 

That is what it does for the routh 
of the country. For the rest of us it 
is a mental stimulant. 

Once in a great while a play or an 
actor is so popular that a line will 
form at the gallery door an hour or so 
before the audience is admitted and 
perhaps a hundred or more of the 
eager will stand in the rain cheer- 
fully paying the price of discomfort to 
see their idol. — 

That scene is enacted at long in- 
tervals. 

Every autumn it is not extraordi- 
nary for 70,000 persons to sit for three 
hours in dren@hing rain and ebilling 
wind to watch a football game. And 
not in one city but in many cities; 
not on one Saturday but on numerous 
Saturdays. 

There have been few plays that I 
have seen so gripping as the drama 
staged on a wind-swept and_=rain- 
sonked field in 1923, when. Chicago 
and Illinois battled threugh a driving 
storm to a 7-0 score. Undoubtedly a 
small fortune was spent in restoring 
damaged clothing, but I heard no com- 
plaints. 

‘lo the youngster a football player 
epitomizes what is most admirable in 
American athletics, for he stands for 
clean living and hard playing. 

In the late Dr. G. Stanley Hall's 
“Tests of Human Fitness,” the first 
test on his list is health. 

Now, watching a football game in 
the rain is, I must admit, hardly con- 
ducive to health, but just as the boys 
are now eating spinach, so are they 
getting other salutary habits—habits 
in eating, in sleeping and in bathing— 
for they are imitating faithfully and 
gladly and hopefully the great ones 
of the gridiron.

Iivery athlete knows what is meant 
by drawing on reserve strength. Ile 
must have a mental reserve as well as 
a physical reserve. A- football team 
going at top speed, perhaps in the face 
of adversity or even certain defeat. is 
drawing on its reserve strength, fight- 
ing doge redly, giving extra ounces to 
the cause.
